Judge Grosscup was born at Ashiand, 
O., Feb. 15, 1852. He was admitted 
to the bar in 1874 and practiced in bis 
home town until 1882, when he came 
to Chicago.

‘in Septernber of that year by announc- 
ing his intention to resign from the 
federal bench. Then came the sinister 
rumors that the judge’s career and pri- 
vate life were being investigated for a 
former secret service agent who was 


gaid to“have been in the employ of a 


national magazine. 


“I will not resign now,” said ‘Judge Ws 


Grosscup. “I'll remain on this bench 
until these charges, whatever they 
may be, have been presented-¢and dis- 
proved. 4d won'tseresign under fire.” 

Then, in October, 1911, Judge Gross- 
cup resigned. He later sold his High- 
land Park home and moved to New 
York. 

There was a time, during the Roose- 
velt admigistration, when the judge 
had hopes of being promoted to the 
United States Supreme court, but be- 
cause he had been the storm center 
of the controversy caused by the long 
delayed traction settlement, President 
Roosevelt refused to consider the ap- 
pointment.. 

In spite of his disappointment, Judge 
Grosscup became an enthusiastic Pro- 
gressive in 1912 and prophesied that 
the third party would develop into a 
-successful organization. 

Judge Grosscup denied vigorously in 
December, 2918, that he bgre any tinge 
of pro-Germanism, as was intimated 
in a report to a senate investigation 
committee by A. Bruce co of the 
department of justice.

Washington, D. C., Oct. 1.—[Spe- 
ceial.j—Support for the work of the 
President's unemployment conference 


came from two important sources to- 


day, the United States Chamber of 
Commerce and the American Federa- 
tion of labor. 

An appeal to business men and 


chambers of commerce the country 
over to give active support to the 
emergency program for the relief of 
idle workers, as advanced by the na- 


tional conference on unemployment, 


was made by Joseph H. Defrees, presi- 
dent of the chamber of commerce of 
the United States and a member of 
the conference. 

Mr. Defrees especially urged that 
business men get behind the plan pro- 
posed by the conference for the mayors 
to organize local emergency commit- 
tees in their communities. We asked 
them to offer the mayors immediate as- 
sistance of the business organizations 
in order that the machinery of organi- 
zation ghail be speeded up on a na- 
tional basis. 

The Duty of Business. 

“ Business,” Mr. Defrees said, ‘‘ has 
@ great responsibility in the situation. 
It furnishes employment. Business 
men should take the lead in codperat- 
ing with the mayors in creation of the 
emergency eommittees and in working 
out constructive community programs 
for relieving unemployment in (heir vi- 
cinities. 

Samuel Gompers, 
federation, said: 

“Undoubtedly the labor movement 
will give its wholehearted support to 
the program for unemployment relief 
adopted by the President’s conference. 


Rabor Will Help Out. 


“Labor will indorse every construc- 
tive feature of the conference report. 
It is to be hopefi that all communities 
will immediately take steps to cope 
with the problem in accordance with 
the report’s suggestions. 

“ Beyond question America can solve 
the unemployment problem if it under- 
takes the work in earnest. If mayors, 
communities, employers, manufactur- 
ers, dealers of all kinds, and our people 
generally will undertake to put into 
effect the recommendations it seems 
certain that a tremendous impetus will 
be given toward eliminating the great 
and pressing problem of unemployed.”

‘of New York might indulge itself to its own and the 
‘country’s benefit in some drastic penitence and ref- 
ormation. Speculation by a bank official, even in 
his own funds, should not be countenanced. It 
should be forbidden by professional banking ethics 
and punished by banking opinion effectively ap- 


‘plied, It warps judgment, which should be judicial 


at all times. It is demoralizing to proper stand- 
ards. It is demoralizing morally and profession- 
ally. 

Chicago, the business of the west: and American 
finance owe a debt of hearty appreciation and 
gratitude for the clean lives, the clear heads and 
the strict conscientiousness of Chicago bankers and 
financial leaders. They have set an example which

THE AMERICAN HOSTAGE 
TO JAPAN. 

_ Japan, by unofficial discussion, mostly in news- 
papers, has allowed it to be understood that in the 
Washington conference the Japanese delegates will 
ask for the general abandonment of fortifications 
in the Pacific, along with a limitation of naval 
» building. 

® The UWn.ied States would be asked to limit or 
mbandon the defenses at Hawali and in the Philip- 
pines and not to undertake the fortifying of Guam 
or other possessions. This proposal seems ingenu- 
jus, but is an ingenious play upon American 
pacifism. It may seem reasonable that if the na- 
tions are playing square with each other they will 
not fortify against each other. Japan offers to 
abandon her fortifications on outpost islands, They 
are inconsiderable, what of them are known, and 
estimated as worthless. Japan doés not need them 
to control the Philippine situation. 

The German islands of the Pacific which Japan 
obtained under mandate had naval bases under 
‘the Germans and it is not generally known what 
Japan has been doing in them since then. The 
fortification of mandate islands is not permitted, 
but it has been reported that the Japanese were 
preparing submarine bases, even on Yap, which is 
in contention between the United States and Japan. 

America has undertaken to establish an adequate 
naval base in Pearl harbor, Hawaii, but that is rec- 
ognized as too far from the Philippines, about 
5,000 miles, for their protection by a fleet stationed 

The defense of the Philippines, either by a flee: 
stationed at the islands or by fortifications, is re- 
garded as impossible. It:is recognized that the 
only protection the Philippines can have must be 
given by a superior fleet operating from another 
base. The Philippine harbors cannot maintain a 
pufficient fleet, and experts say that if an insuffi- 
bient one were kept there the United States would 
merely invite for it what the menune: invited at 
Port Arthur.

THE HOPE ‘FOR PEACE IN . 
IRELAND. 


“De Valera has informed Lioyd George that the 
British mvitation to a conference in London Oct. 11 
will be accepted, 
been stated and understood,” says the Irish leader 
in his letter. 
this the negotiations will — and in them there 
is hope of peace. 

Ireland’s position as stated by De Valera was 
understood but not admitted by Lloyd George. It 
was that of an independent nation discussing the 
terms upon which it might associate itself with 
the group of British nations. The Irish do not 
recede from that, but in admitting that the British 
position has been stated and is understood they 
concede that the British do not recognize them 
as free from allegiance to the British crown. 
Definitions have been standing in the way of 
the meeting which may reconcile Ireland and 
Great Britain and if De Valera has found a way 
of conceding the British point and maintaining 
his own he has cleared away the obstacles. 

The question as phrased for the conference is 
broad. How can Irish national agpirations be 


| reconciled to association with the British group? 


That leaves for settlement almost every issue ex- 
cept the one of association. The British say there 
shall be an association. “They leave it to the con- 
ference to decide the nature of the association, it 
being the essential of association that there shail 
be allegiance to the crown. 

A settlement satisfactory to Ireland will have 
‘about as much beneficial result in the United 
States as it will have in Great Britain. Not infre- 
quently our foreign policy is modified by the re- 
lations of Ireland and Great Britain. The elimi- 


ought to eliminate it from American politics. 

It is seldom that the domestic affairs of one 
country so gravely affect the international affairs 
of another. A failure in London in October would 
be reflected certainly in Washington in Novem- 
ber. We cannot escape the consequences of what 
the British do to the Irish and of bacon the Irish 
do to the British. } 

For that reason Americans» will be relieved if 
the conflict of centuries‘can reach an equitable 
and satisfactory adjustment. .

THE TWO RUSSIAS. 


Floyd Gibbons wrote a vivid story of the review 
of Red trodps by Trotzky, the former New Yorker, 


soviet republic. He spoke to 45,000 troops, who 
lgter marched away with bayonets fixed. They 
faced the walls which surround the old palaces and 
buildings of thé predecessors of Peter the Great. 

The occasion was the graduation of officers from 
the national military academy. Trotzky pledged 
them to the Red army of invincible Russia. The 
45,000 men, marching off with long bayonets fixed, 
yelled for the Red government. 

That ceremony of graduation, with little change, 
was a part of czaristic Russia. The governor gen- 
eral of the old régime stood on the same spot when 
imperial Russia existed and spoke as Trotzky 
spoke, except that the allegiance was to another 


Russia. 
The same docile, ignovant men stood massed in 
military formation. They then ~cheered White 
Russia, the invincible, just as now» they cheer 
Red. Russia, the invincible. They had then their 
despot as they have now, and they also carried 


fore Trotzky, and for the same reason. They could 
not be trusted for enough sense to fix bayonets if 
they did not carry them fixed in their guns.

ASSIGNED 
AGAIN 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 1.—Detailed 
regulations under which thousands of 
world war veterans, now members of 
the officers’ reserve corps, will be as- 


signed for duty in the reserve army 
framework contemplated by the na- 
tional defense act, were made public 
today by the war department and will 
be distributed immediately to the 66,- 
800 officers who now compose the 
corps. 

Assignment of reserve officers to the 
twenty-seven divisions of organized re- 
serves throughout the country will fol- 
ow immediately as the first step in 
general staff plans, under which an 
army of more than 4,000,000 could be 
quickly mobilized at need. 


The extensive regulations cover 


l|every phase of the relationship be- 


tween the citizen officers and the regu- 
lar army. The.same theory of decen- 
tralization of ‘administrative authority 
from the war department to corps area 
commanders is carried out that were 
employed in planning for the organ- 
ized reserve system. 


Many Second Lieutenants. 


There are now in the officers’ re- 
serve two major generals, O’Ryan of 


New York and Price of Pennsylvania, 


ae seventeen brigadier generals, all | 


of whom saw service in that rank dur- 
ing the war. There are also 322 col- 
onels, but the great majority of the 
reservists, 29,967 of them, are second 
lieutenants. 

In conformity with wartime prac- 
tice, the regulations provide that only 
men with actual training or experi- 
ence may be appointed reserve officers 
of the line. This includes appoint- 
ments in the infantry, cavalry, field 
or coast artillery, and air service, the 
combatant arms of the army. Spe- 
cial service appointments may be 
made, however, where the civil train- 
ing or professional training of a citi- 
zen fits him for wartime service with 
the army, but not to lead troops in 
battle. To accomplish this, two dis- 
tinct classes of reserve officers are cre- 
ated. 

Assignment of J Line Officers. 


Assignment of ine officers will be 
by corps area’ commanders and the 
regulations provide for localization of 
officers to units of the organized re- 
serve in the vicinities, in which the 
officers live. For this purpose more 
officers than required by organization 
tables may be attached to such units. 
_ Three groups of officers are created 
for assignment purposes. These are 
the general assignment group, to be 
assigned by the war department and 
including men regarded as eligible for 
duty of @ special character in con- 
néction with the general etaff, the 
branch assignment group, composed of 
specialists in the various non-combat- 
ant branches of the army, to be as- 
signed by chfefs of such branches, and 
the territorial assignment group, in- 
cluding both classes of reserve of- 
ficers, to be assigned for* duty by corps 
area commanders.

Sees Ruin in Strike. 


“T am getting tired of these strike 
threats. I do not know but that it 
would be & good thing for the country 
if these railroad men do start a strike. 

“Let the country understand once 
for all what these men mean by their 
striking. Let the people realize that 
they will be deprived of their food sup- 
ply, their fuel, and everything else. 

“If the employés ever embark on 
such 4 etrike, leading to such results, 
I venture the prediction that the Amer- 
ican people will rise in their might and 
wipe them from the face of the earth. 

“In the case of railroad transporta- 
tion the railroads are unable to reduce 
rates because of the high cost of opera- 
tion resulting from excessive wages 
which their operatives demand on the 
same scale that they were accustomed 
to receive during the war, during the

How Valuation Is Figured. 
Its amended petition asserts that 
“the amount upon which a return is

entirely, wiped out, and in detajl dis- 
cusses items totaling $37,228,962. One 
of, these items, $13,128,542, was the 
value placed upon tracks, and another 
of $1,338,744 represented pavements. 
The board contends that the tracks 
have been rehabilitated and therefore 
the old tracks and pavements have 
been junked and new tracks’ and pave- 
ments substituted. 


Eliminates Old Values. 


The petition quotes the board of su- 
pervising engineers as saying that the 
service is now being rendered “ with 
a practically new car equipment,” so 
the board would wipe out $8,781,627 
allowed for the old car equipment.

Sentiment so far as the oils are con- 
cerned has been governed by an upturn 
in prices throughout the producing fields. 
tt has not been great, but it is the first 
sign of recovery after a long period of 
decline and as such possibly holds a cer- 
tain significance. At all events, the 
speculative fraternity has been inclined 
to the belief that the turn has come in 
petroleum. 

Lehigh Valley Makes ‘High Mark. 

Among the rail issues the rise in Le- 
high Valley was one of the outstanding 
developments. The stock has been gain- 
ing ground recently, and today made a 
new high for the yearr This advance 
is independent of the general railroad 
situation, being based on a possible an- 
nouncement within the next few days of 
a plan of segregation for the coal prop- 
erties. 

For years Wall street talked of the 
cutting of the Reading melon and the 
common stock rose violently not so long 
ago when segregation was ordered by 
the Supreme court, only to fall back into 
a state of lethargy. Something of the 
same order of things came to pass in 
the case of Southern Pacific. As a mat- 
ter of fact it is improbable that any rail- 
road is going to undertake any elabo- 
rate meion cutting in the present state 
of railroad finances.

Preparing Ham and Bacon for Cooking. 


For the sake of your by-product, 
which is the fat which cooks out of 
both ham and bacon inevitably, if not 
for the- fine flavor of the meats them- 
selves, it is vitally necessary that both 
ham and bacon be carefully trimmed, 
if in slices, and most carefully cleaned, 
if in a piece. It is possible to clean 
a common piece of brisket bacon s0 
well that when it is nicely seasoned in 
the boiling, and perhaps afterwards 
baked, the fat which cookx out will 
make as palatable a sandwich filling as 
the most fastidious could desire. 

On the other hand, an expensive club 
zandwich may be quite off in flavor and 
actually unpalatable because the bacon 
was not trimmed, It is best to trim \ 
a slice of ham yourself. You have paid 
for that fat around it, and when any 
weathered edge is cut off, and it is 
nicely cooked it is all edible, more 
palatable than hundreds of people 
know who have not tried it.

| Practical and Fanta Needlework By 
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LINGERIE FOR 1HE I KRUUSSEAU. 
ROBABLY many girls who expect 
to be married late in the fall have 
much or all of their trousseau 
planned, but a gift from a girl 
friend of some dainty piece of lingerie 
she has made will alway: be accept- 
able. 

Wash satin or crépe de chine are the 
favored materials for these dainty 
pieces of lingerie, whether you are mak- 
ing n night dress, combination or petti- 
coat, and any one piece would make an 
attractive gift. 

Flesh color in crépe de chine is lovely 
and the trimming may be filet or valen- 
ciennes lace, with some hemstitching, 
picoting, or hand embroidery—or a com- 
bination of these. - Feather stitching 
also makes a lovely finish where hem- 
ming is used, doing the feather stitch- 
ing on the right side so that the center 
comes exactly on the hemming line.

Barment except that some of the new- 


est nightdresses have sleeves. One of the 
great beauties of nice lingerie lies in 
having every stitch beautifully taken 
and as much done by hand as possible. 

If the main seams are stitched on 
the machine, the felling should be done 
by hand. Where there is gathering 
there is nothing so lovely as making 
as narrow a rolled edge as possible and 
gathering this rolled edge, then whip- 
ping it by hand to the part to which it 
is to be attached. Always put lace on 
by hand, if an edging, holding the lace 
next to you and overhanding without 
— to get any extra fullness in. 

e mere fact of holding it toward 
you im sewing on, makes the — 
fullness. 

Where insertion and are to 
make a turn at a corner, the lace can 
be mitred and hemmed -down without 
cutting it away and seaming. 

In hemstitching, not 


over three 


threads should be drawn, the work look- 
ing much daintier than where the 
space is wide. 

In basting insertion o:: a curved out- 


line the insertion should first be basted |, 


around the bottom or larger line of the 
curve. Then a thread should be pulled 
up in the opposite edge of the inser- 
tion, making it fit perfectly. This 
edge showd be carefully basted to the 
cloth, belng sure that the fullness does 
not bunch in any spot. The material 
is cut away on the wrong side, allow- 
ing about one-eighth inch margin—this, 
of course, after both edges of the in- 
sertion have been hemmed down to the 
material. Then this cut edge is rolled 
and hemmed. 

A monogram or single initial em- 
broidered on each garment is. always 
liked, and it adds much to the beauty 
of the garment. .

AT HOME

| This is the twenty-third article of 
a series giving instructions in dry 
cleaning, fine laundry work, bleach- 
ing, and dyeing. 


BLEACHING. 
HE bleaching process may be 
used either to remove stains, to 
whiten goods which have become 
yellow from much wear or wash- 
“ing, or to strip the color entirely from 
“ goods which are desired white. 
« Some dyers use this last process be- 
“fore dyeing, as they are surer of their 
"dyes on white, both on*account of the 
coloring and because of lack of knowl- 
edge of the original dyestuff. 
~ Let us discuss first the kind of 
_bleaching which most interests the 
-housewife—namely, bed and table lin- 
“ens and white wearing apparel. When 
white goods have been much washed, 
especially if they have been dried in 
“eity apartment basements, or if the 
_eoap ha® not been properly rinsed out, 
or if a’ Prussian blue bluing has been 
“used which leaves a fine rust film over 
the clothes, they get that dingy yellow 
“look which bluing is supposed to hide. 
Boiling doesn’t seem to do much good, 
and really nothing but a thorough 
bleaching and good rinsing afterward 
will make them snowy. 
. Sheets are so large that they rarely 
“get a good washing outside of a wash- 
“ing machine; pillow cases get begrimed 
with the natural oil from the hair and 
“with the cold cream of a woman's 
“nightly massage. Tablecloths and nap- 
kins have pale remnants of stains left 
“in them. Kitchen towels are almost 
gray. 
For all white @tton or linen goods 
‘you can safely use eau de Javelle in 
Iukewarm water. Use a cupful of this

Do not let this make you afraid of 
using it, however, on cottons, on which 
it is practically harmless. 

A stronger solution may be used for 
‘Temoving fruit stains or coffee stains, 
but don’t use it stronger than 10 per 
cent in any case and remember to rinse 
‘well in ammonia water afterward.

When using peroxide to bleach 
white wool, in place of putting .it in 
the sun as advised under silks, follow 
all the directions until taking out of 
the bath, then rinse thoroughly in 
two or three waters, the last soft water 
if possible, and dry in a shady place. 

None of the methods mentioned will 
have any injurious effect on the 
clothes, with the exception of eau de 
Javelle if carelessly used on cottons, 
or if used on silk or wool, Try to 
rinse the clothes well and hang them 
in the sun so too frequent bleaching 
will not be necessary, but if an excess 
of alkali has been tised in previous 
| washings and the material has turned 


linen have been badly -washed, or if 
the organic stains have been fixed in 
the goods by heat applied too soon, 
you must resort to a bleach. It will 
always be necessary to bleach cotton 
goods where the stain has not been 
taken out before boiling.

Hydrogen peroxide is usually sold at 
twelve to twenty volume. The twelve 
is cheapest and also the best. For 
general use in taking out stains from 
blankets, flannels, finery, etc., use & 
10 per cent solution of the twelve | 
volume strength. 

To bleach wool, peroxide, sulphur 
dioxide, sulphurous acid, and perman- 
ganate of potassium are used. 


For obstinate special spots on wool- 
ens a permanganate of potassium 
bleach may have to be resorted to, for 
instance, for old peach stains on white 
serge. Place a pinch of the crystals 
in a four ounce bottle and fill with 
water. When they have dissolved the 
liquid is a dark red. Now sponge the 
troublesome spot with water. Apply a 
drop of the solution with a toothpick 
or an orange stick. It will turn a red- 
dish brown. Remove the stain with a 
drop or two of sulphurous acid whic 
any druggist has all prepared. 

Sponge with water and repeat until 
the spot is all gone. Rub out the 
water spot with cheesecloth or buck- 
skin to prevent rings.

was selected as the most important book of the 
week, or of many weeks, a schoolbook, and it shall be 
_ the text for today’s homily. 
It {ea “History of the United States '—for high 
‘ schoole—by Charlies A. Beard and Mary A. Beard; - 
nearly 700 roomy pages, good maps, well chosen and 
authentic: pictures—of special value the reproduc- 
tions of contemporaneous political cartoons “and 
prints of various periods—and the whole job done along new lines. 

Briefly, the book presents traits, tendencies, moral issues, and intellectual 
developments of our 144 years of independent existence with far more space - 
and emphasis than it gives to battles, sieges, and sudden death. You get 
nothing about Maj. Andre and the tragic episede on the Tarrytown road 
but you get half a page on the visit among us of Miss Martineau, which, with 
the books that followed it, left no fleeting impress on our national culture. 
There is no direct reference to Molly Pitcher; there is no anecdote of Davy 
Crockett; but you find a poor printer named John Peter Zenger rightly placed 
in his relation to a matter as vital y—this week and in this town—as it 
was in 1735 in New York City. | : 
_ The book by the Beards is a history of ideas more than of incidents or 
even of episodes. A new kind of schoolbook, then. 

, A citizen might revere, and fear, many things with less reason than he 
should revere, or fear, a schoolbook. Consider its enormous power. It prints 
itself on human minds in their most receptive stage. Day in and day out its 


| paragraphs, ite dates, its estimates, and its verdicts are iterated and reiterated 


and finally pinned into the memory with more or less tenacity through the 
medium of examination papers. 


Those Turbid Waters. 

Revere a schoolbook!—these shapers of minds, idee makers of dita, 
these implanters of great, glowing ideals or instillers of mean and constricted 
prejudice. What they teach men remember—often in a curious way—even to 
the minutia# of some lesser episode. The only precise thing about the resplen- 
dent De Soto that my capricious mnemonics ever was able to pigeonhole among 
much clutter was a grandiose turn of phrase from Swinton’s old grammar 
school history of the United States. I can say it now: — 

“ . + » and found a grave beneath the turbid waters of the great river 
which he hed discovered.” The word turbid and I first met then—never to part! 

There is nothing more important than a well written school history. een 
in importance is a badly written one.

«Do posterity on the basis of a schoolbook narrative. Long after we are 
gone far generations shall make their estimate of us not on the assertions of 
portly tomes that weigh and balance and extenuate, but shall measure us by 
the crisp sentences of a succinct paragraph or two in a well thumbed school- 
‘The mass of mankind does not estimate the great Frederick by the adjudi- 
cations of the copious Carlyle, or even by the close packed, slam-bang Macaulay, 
but by the spirit, not less sporting than royal, in. which the king took the 
miller’s legal actioh against him. And that they learned in a fourth reader. 

Sincere patriotism is founded in knowledge, and in naught else. Standing 
at salute when the colors pass is seemly. Rising to attention at the anthem 
is good when the occasion has significance. But those actions soon lapse into 

heathenish symbol worship unless information directs the spirit: oi them. 
Blatant chauvinism oft gets itself accepted for patriotism. There is no service 
in it—only pestiferous noise. The devotion that is instructed is the patriotism 
that serves. 

Few parents, it safely may be asserted, give much attention to their chil- 
dren’s schoolbooks. They ought to—especially to the histories. Ignore them 
not. They are the fashioners of patriots, the molders of minds, for gret good 
or for definite evil. 

That is why I take up with respect and lay down with tubeses satisfaction 
this sturdy volume by the Beards which the Macmillans publish. 

It is new and different. 


The Cultural Side of History. 

No teacher instructed me in high school about a multitude of national and 
international problems, and attributes, and influences, and personages upon 
which and whom this book lays particular stress. All I knew about Harriet 
Martineau was-that she was deaf end that somebody said of her, “ There is no 
God and Harriet Martineau is his prophet.” That was clever but not just to her 
philosophy. | 

For record of somé matters of special interest to me at the moment I 
looked into this book and looked not in vain. Notably the matter of the trial

country. There was a time on these shores when there was no such freedom, 
There is a time—and it is now—when it is signally threatened by a political 
fand, discredited in great part but still dangerous becatise audacious and fla- 
gr@nt. In truth, that old battle is never permanently won. Only by constant 
vigilance, by untiring fortitude, by high devotion is it saved from rout. 

And so, looking eagerly into this volume for certain specific men and 
| even ng them John Peter Zenger, Andrew Hamilton, Zenger’s trial and 
Hamilton's magnificent rallying to Zenger in that trial—I find them. Constantly 
the emphasis is given to social and cultural forces in our annals, and to what 
one likes to think of as the humanities of history. Its barbarities are what 
used to be stressed. 

Thus, at last, school historians have waked up to the importance In’ our 
national story of a poor, not very well educated, but pure and vallant printer 
and editor. In these pages that dead printer becomes what he veritably is, a 
living force. His name came up a few days ago in court proceedings involving 
this journal and a local faction. He is no longer a vague figure, but an hon- 
ored and embattled figure; no longer a tradition of history but one = its vitali- 
ties. 

Andrew Hamilton, burdened with years, remote from the scene of strife, 
but hurrying to it over hard ways, in like manner shines forth again. He, in 
truth, was the great man of the trial. Zenger was the sufferer for liberty— 
many a month in a jail and many a shilling lost—while Hamilton waa liberty’s 
champion. Both men wpre of the type that makes history the most important 
study of mae men.

The hittin Zenger Gets His Due. 

. The two and a half pages which this new school history gives to the story 

of the rise df the American newspaper and the growth of the freedom of the 

press were laboriously copied for this article, but I find that they would over- 

load it. A few lines to show the drift and tone of the book I cannot resist. In 
these Zenger is an outstanding figure: 

The evolution of American democracy inte a government by public 
opinion. enlightened by the open discussion or political questions, was in no 
small measure aided by a free press. . The idea of printing, unlicensed by 
the government and uncontrolled by the church, was, however, slow in taking 
form. The founders of the American colonies had never known what it was to 
have the free and open publication of books, pamphiets, broadsides, and news- 
papers... publishers could set up in business with impunity; they were never- 
theless constantly liable to arrest for printing anything displeasing to the colo- 
nial governments. ... Lawyers who ventured to defend the unlucky editor 
[Zenger] were deprived of their licenses to practice, and it became necessary to 
bring an attorney {Hamilton] all the way from Philadelphia. By this time the 
tension of feeling was high, and the approbation of the public was forthcoming 
when the lawyer for the defense exclaimed to the jury that the very cause of 
liberty iteslf, not that of the poor printer, was on trial! The verdict for Zenger, 
when it finally came, was the signal for an outburst of popular rejoicing. Already 
the people of King George's province knew how precious a thing is the freedom 

the press. 

of parents, a very large portion, perhaps nearly one-half, of the colonists could 
read. Through the newspapers, pamphiets, and almanacs that streamed from 
the types, the people could follow the course of public events and grasp the 
significance of political arguments. An American opinion was in the process of 
making—an independent opinion nourished by the press and enriched by discussion 
around the fireside and at the taverns. When the day of resistance to British 
rule came, government by opinion was at hand. For every person who could hear 
: the voice of Patrick Henry and Samuel Adams, there were a thousand who 
could see their appeals on the printed page. Men who had spelled out their letters 
while poring over Franklin's Poor Richard's Almanac lived to read Thomas 
Paine’s thrilling call to arma.

LASHING of limestone freight rates and reduction in the price of lime- 
stone at the quarries are seen by agricultural experts all over the state 
as being factors of heaviest importance in their bearing upon the future 

of Illinois agriculture. 
The Illinois Cer‘ral and the Chicago and Eastern [Illinois railroads an- 
nounced their cut bs mestone freight rates a few days ago. This rate reduc- 
tion comes as a result of a request presented to the railroads last June by a 
committee representing the college of agriculture of the University of Illinois, 
the Illinois Agricultural association, the Southern Illinois Development asso- 
ciation, the Illinois Farm Advisers’ association, the Farmers’ institute, and the

How Limestone Users. Will Benefit. ‘ae 

The freight rate reductions are considered far reaching in importan 
toward the relief of the rundown soils of southern Illinois where the land is 
sour. The Illinois Central has a mileage of 2,045.8, and the Chicago and Bast- 
ern Illinois road a mileage of 569.96 in this state, much of which is in the 
gouthern part of the state. These two roads cross the areas where limestone 
is most needed. 

There are quarries on the Illinois Central at Thornton, Rosiview, Anna, 
Stolle, and Lehigh, ana on the Chicago and Eastern Illindis at Thornton, Cas- 
paris, Spur, and Whitehall. The reduced rates on the former road will enable 
limestone users at Du Quoin, for instance, to get freight rates of $1.15 a ton 
instead of $1.54; at Centralia, $1.10 a ton instead of $1.26; at Effingham, $1.05 
a ton instead of $1.26; at Paxton, 70 cents a ton instead of 90 cents. 

On the Chicago and Eastern Illinois farmers will save 34 cents a ton on 
375 mile hauls, 25 cents on 800 miles; 7 cents on 200 miles, 23 cents on 150 
miles, 42 cents on 100 miles, and 24 cents on 80 miles. It is explained that the 
inconsistency of the savings is due to the old rates and not to the new. Under 
the new rates farmers will save from 10 to 15 cents a ton on the delivery cost

It was found that there are 20,000,000 agres of acid soils in Illinois, which, 
according to the committee, “are crying for the initial application of 10,000,000 
tons of limestone and 6,000,000 tons yearly Bn psa An idea of the value 
of the use of this material is gained when if is considered that the proper use 
of limestone would make possible an increase of grain yield of 100,000,000

“Egypt.” Included in the report of the investigators is the warning that unless 
the proper application of limestone is made to these soils, Illinois will, before |

Skeptical Good Roads Champions 


Watch Illino’s Highway ‘Letting 


HIPPERS, farmers, and property owners in every section of Illinois are 
anxiously awaiting the outcome next Tuesday of the big. highway 
aepartment conference in Springfield, which will decide the fate of about 
190 miles of state roads whose paving has been delgyed since February 
by the ection of Gov. Small. 
The mileage to be considered in this final construction letting is in aru 
over the state, and much of it covers stretches of main road highly important 
to the continued growth of Illinois highway transportation. A large portion 
lies in southern Illinois, where, despite the best efforts of county and township 


organizations, road service is at its worst, and where the burdén of mud ani — 
rough roads has brought constant and widespread protests. 


Sections Out of Luck. 


Some of the work has been advertised by the state highway department 


‘| aince February, but all bids to date have been rejected by Gov. Small because 


contractors could not hold the costs under the $30,000 per mile limit he has 
prescribed. The roads in question for the most part require a long haul of 
materials, heavy grading and grade reductions, and permanent structures 
before they can hold the traffic. . 

The victims of this cost policy, both in southern and central Illinots, have 
launched a definite campaign ‘against the continued delay, which they look 
upon as discrimination against their particular counties. In Egypt the deman‘ 
for action, even at this late season, is running high, and petitioners are aug- 
menting it by demands for the maintenance and marking system promised 
by the legislature several months ago. In many communities petitions asking 
for the immediate improvement of their roads have been sent to Spzingfleld 
regularly following each announcement of new highway bids accepted for 
work in other parts of the state. 


Shows Clever Politics. | | 

_ A recent canvass of counties where road building contracts have been tet 
this year disclosed the reason for this general dissatisfaction as well as the 
clever method by which the Small machine meets point blank demands from 
voters. 

“ We were made parties to this highway scheme,” said one central Ilinois 
leader -who headed one of the many committees sent to demand construction 
of local highways, “by a very simple process. ‘tVhen we asked for immediate 
road building we were told that road costs were too high, given a hint that 
big interests were out to profiteer at the expense of the state, and asked to 


jhelp beat the prices down. We were told. to go back home, call our con- 


tractors together and ask them to go over bids for the naving again and see 
if they couldn't build some of the roads at least under the $30,000 deadline. 
We came home, appealed to the contractors, and they went out and found 
some stretches of road that could be built at this figure. These bids were sub-

. “The acceptance of even these bids served to stop the general clamor, 
and for a while we felt complimented, until we realized that only the naturally 
cheap stretches of our system were promised and that the mileage which will 
cost more to huild wnder any conditions of the market still remain untouched. 


Danger Points Escap¢, | 

“We realize that these high priced miles will have to be bullt, and should 
be under construction now, if we are to enjoy the advantages of highway 
transportation. The high hills, bad curves, and marshy roads, the points 
requiring new bridges and heavy grading, and the points far from a railroad, 


/ where the hauling of materials increases the cost of construction, are usually 


those which need improvement most. They are the mudholes that stop traffic 
every time it rains, the grades that eat up gasoline afid motors, and cannot 
be navigated at all in wet weather, the danger pointe and the barriers. I 
believe the same situation exists in other counties where the governor allowed 
new contracts at his own figures, and when all is said and done we will have 
our cheapest, least needed mileage improved under the famous 1921 contracts, 
while the hard boiled miles remain to give us troubie.”

Expert Tells How to Trace 
and Gure Noises - 
in Car 


BY HIGH SPEED. 

NE of the greatest enemies. of 
the modern motor car is vibra- 
tion. The effect of vibration is 
to loosen the various parts of 

the mechanism and the immediate ef- 
of this is felt by the driver, who

But the noises are only ° 


permitted to continue. a 
The car owner, therefore, shoul 

take engine and chassis noises, no 

as mere passing annoyances, but @ 


gymptoms of tomething far more 5e- 


rious and should earnestly hunt them 
down, just as soon as they make their 
presence known. We shall try to in- 
dicate what these commoner noises 
are and tell how they’may be detected | 
and eradicated. 

We shall begin with the engine be- 


geem inevitable in the operation of a 
car. The commonest engine noises 
are valve clicks and slaps, both of 
which may be detected by the rhyth- 
matical regularity of their occurrence. 


> 

The reason for noisy gear operation 
is too great clearance between the 
valve and its seat. In the case of over- 
head valves too great a clearance be- 
tween lifter and push rod will cause 
the trouble. The remedy is obviously 
the reduction of the clearance to the 
correct distance and this work should 
be done while the engine is heated, 
because of the expansion of metal 
when heated, in which condition the 
valves necessarily run. | 
Occasionally noise in the gear sys- 
tem is caused by the lifter being loose 
in ite guide. To locate this trouble 
the entire lifter assembly will have to 
r will have 
to be replaced, though in certain de- 
signs the guides may be sprungéslight- 


tightly and this remedies the troublie. 

Another possible location of noisy 
_operation is at the cam, between which 
and thé follower there may be too 
much clearance. Fitting new follow- 
ers usually takes care of this trouble. 
Worn valve stems or guides also pro- 
ducé noise. Removal of the springs 
will enable the operator to locate the 
trouble at this point. There should 
be mo side play of the stem in its guide 
and if this condition is found to ‘exist 
bushings should be fitted in the guide,| 
or else a new valve with an oversize 
stem should be installed. 


When the valve system is of the 
overhead type it is natural to look for 


type. Adequate lubrication will do 
much to remedy this trouble with the 
overhead system. Occasionally side 
play develops in the rocker arms with 
a slap as a result. A worn arm bear- 

also will make trouble, and the 
cure in this case is to fit an oversize 
bushing in the rocker arm. 

While the valve system is the com- 
monest seat of noise troubles in the 
engine it is not the sole location where 
this trouble may be looked for. The 
bearings in most engines are of soft 
tnetal, which must be kept copiously 
lubricated or it will burn and flatten 
out with a knock as the result. The 
ordinary remedy for this is to take 
up the bearing by removing the shim 
between the two halves, or else to trim 
the metal on the movable part. Care 
must be used in performing this oper- | 
ation to see that the bearing touches 
the shaft all around without beirig 


When the pistons or cylinders are 
worn, the result is a knock that sounds 
much ike the'one that comes from pre- 
ignition. If thip troublfe is not in an 
adyanced stage, it may be cured by 
fitting new rings. On_the other hand, 
a@ severe cas@ may require the installa- 
tion of a complete new set of pistons. 
When the cylinders have worn slightly 
oval, the remedy is to rebore them in a 
larger size, fitting new pistons. This 
gives @ practically new cylinder block. 


Timing gear noises are fairly com- 
mon, in which class must be included 
chain noises. Some silent chains havo 
adjustmients for taking up slack due to 
wear, while others must be shortened 
by taking out a link. In the case of 
chronic chain noise the car owner will 
do well to consult a service station. 

One of the commonest knocks of all 
is that due to preignition. This may 
be caused by carbon deposits in the 
engine or by too great an advance of 
the spark. Poor timing will also cause 

the trouble, While overheating, over- 
loading the engine and incorrect mix-

FIND ARCTURUS 


diameter of Arcturus is re- 
ported to have been measured 
directly with the interferometer. 
This is the third star whone diam- 
eter is now known !n miles. At forty 
light years distance its diameter is 
about 19,000,000 miles.’ There i# some 
uncertainty as to its exact distance, 
with recent experimenters inclining 
to belieye it closer than was formerly 
supposed. Its size is less than was an- 
ticipated, but still it is so large that 
the sun would appear a tiny speck 
beside it. 

The two other stars that have been 
measured are Capella and Betelgeux. 
Capella is a double star, each member 
a million miles or so in diameter. Be- 
telgeux is a huge flaming giant, 300,- 
000,000 miles across. 

Can you find Arcturus? The task 
will not be difficult, for it is a huge red 
first magnitude star, conspicuous now 
in the evening sky. Follow the stars 
of the Great Dipper, from the pow! 
out the handle and down the curving 
4 line of Bootes to Arcturus. You can’t 
miss it. This sur is so bright thac it 
can be seen in daylight on clear days. 

Arcturus is a famous star for other 
reasons. It and Vega are close rivals 
Mor the honor of being the »rizhtest 
star in the northern sky. Astronomers 
were long divided on the subject, but 
finally Vega was decided to be 4 per 
cent the brighter. Even so, Arcturus 
looks the more brilliant. Vega is blue
